Acr No. IL. or 1842. 


An Act for providing for the cxercise of certain 
powers by the Governor General during his 
absence from the Council of India. 


I. Whereas it is expedient that the Gover- 
nor General should visit the North Western 
Provinces and other parts of India, unaccom- 
panied by any Member of the Council of 
India, itis enacted that during the absence 
of the Governor General from Calcutta, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor General alone 
to exercise all the powers which may be ex- 
ercised by the Governor Gencral in Council, 
except always the power of making Lawe and 
Regulations.

Act No. of 1842. 


For the better Collection of Revenue from Lands with- 
in the Bombay Presidency, of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Council of Bombay of Comumis- 
siouk to certain Jageerdare, atthe diseretion of the 
said Governor in Council, by virtue of which such 
Jagierdars shall possess increased powera for colleot- 
ing the Revenue due to them in respect of Lands 
within the Bombay Presidency of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 

It is hereby enacted, that it ehall be lawful for the 
Governar ju Council of Bombay, to grant to any Ja- 
geerdar, Surinjamdar, Inamdar, or other person huld- 
ing Lands, the Revenue of which had been alienated 
to him by the State, a Commission confersing upon 
him authority for the collection of such Revenue by 





the powers hereinafter mentioned, or such of them ay 
shall be specified in the Conmnuiasion in addition to the 
powers now exercisable by law. 


Hl. Anditis hereby enacted, thit) such Cor. Biis- 
misston shall be granted or withheld, and, when grant.

And it ia hereby enacted, that the holder e 
any such Commission as is above described shall be 
jiable to the satue penalty for an excessive demand of 
Revenue or rent as other Jageerdare. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that all compulsory 
procesd under this Act shall cease on the alleged de- 
faulter furnishing security to pay the amount which 
may be decreed against him with costs and interest in 
g Court competent to try such suits, provided that 
such suitsin which any one of the privileged classes 
established by Regulation XXIX of 1827, Sections LT. 
and TV. and by Regulation VIL of 1630, Bombay 
Code, may be the defendant, shall be tried before the 
Collector and his Assistants. Any thing in Regulations 
Jand XVI. of 1831, nofwithstanding. And any holder 
of any such Commission as aforesaid by himself or his 
Agenta proceeding with any compulsory process under 
this Act after the furnishing of such deeurity as afure- 
said, or after the due tender thereofsh dMocfest all the 
Revenue sought to be recuvercd by euch compulsory 
process.

Act No. of 1842. 


For the better Collection of Revenue from Lands with- 
in the Bombay Presidency, of which the Revenue 
has been alvenated by the State. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to authorise the grant 
by the Governor in Council of Bombay of Commis- 
sions to certoin Jageerdare, at the discretion of the 
said Governor in Couneil, by virtue of which such 
Jageerdars shall possess increased powers for collect- 
ing the Revenue due to them in respect of Lands 
within the Bombay Presidency of which the Revenue 
has been alienated by the State. 


It is hereby enncted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Governor in Couseil of Bombay, to grant to any Ja- 
geerdar, Surinjamdar, Inamdar, or other person hold- 
ing Lands, the Revenue of which has been alienated 
‘to hun by the State, a Commission confersing upon 
him authority for the collection of such Revenue by 
the powers hereinafter mentioned, or such of them as 
shall be specified in the Commission in addition to the 
powers now exercieabte by law. 


Il, And it is hereby enacted, that such Commie- 
mission shall be granted or withheld, and, when grant- 
ed, shall be liable to be withdrawn at the discretion of 
Government, and such Commission may, if the Go- 
vernor in Coancil of Bombay see fit, include one or 
more Agenta of such Jageerdar ot other holder of 
alienated Lands as well as such holder in person,

of 1830, with Civil jurisdiction and with power to 
execute his own decrees or his Agents, when the 
sale shall be conducted by him, and not by the Collec» 
tor and his subordinate Revenue Officers. 


VI. And it ia hereby enacted, that if the Revenue 
or rent payable by any Malgoozar or Ryot to a Jageer- 
dar or other holder of Government alienated lande 
shall have been fixed by a Government Officer before 
the grant of the Landin Jageer, or if any Malgoozar or 
Ryot have paid at the same rate on account of any 
land for five years consecutively, or if the rent tender- 
ed by any Malgoozar or Ryot be at the usual rate 
payable for the Land according to the custom of the 
Village and Pergunna as declared by the Koolkurnee 
and ather Local Otficers of Revenur, the demand by 
any Jageerdar under color of this Act of au excess of 
rent beyond the amount due aa above provided shall be 
deemed to be extortion, and the person against whom 
such demand shall have been made shall obtain upon 
any judgment being passed after regular or summary 
trial three times the amount of any such excessive de- 
mand as damages for the same. Provided, however, 
that nothing herein prescribed or contained shall pre- 
vent a Jageerdar or other Lakhirajdar from instituting 
a soit in any Court of competent jurisdiction for the 
purpose of establishing his claim to re-asseas the Lands 
of any Malgoozar or Ryot who may be paying lees 
than the full Juma to which he ta justly liable, and 
upon the Jageerdare obtaining a decree adjudging to 
him such power the demand made by him under such 
decree, shall if conformable thereto be deemed a legal 
demand for arrears, and shall be leviable by the same 
process as is above provided for other arreara due. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that no Jageerdar 
ahall proceed under this Act by arrest or by diatraint 
aud sale of effets fur any arrear of longer standing 
than one year from the date of instituting such pro- 
cess. 


VIIT. And it is hereby enacted, that the holder of 
any such Comtission as ia above described shall be 
liable to the aame penalty for an excessive demand of 
Revenue or reut as other Jageerdars. 


IX. And it is hereby enacted, that all compulsory 
process under this Act shall cease on the alleged de- 
faulter furnishing security to pay the amount which 
may be decreed against him with costs aud interest in 
a Court competent to try such suite, provided that 
such auitsin which any one of the privileged classes 
established by Regulation X XIX. of 1827, Sections IIL 
and IV. and by Regulation VII. of 1830, Bombay 
Code, may be the defendant, shall be tried before the 
Collector aud hia Avsistants. Any thing in Regulatione
